He was also an 
All-State football linesman. 

Flair was accepted into Verne 
Gagne’s legendary training 
camp, and he was personally 
tutored by veteran British mat 
technician, Billy Robinson. Ric 
made his debut in 1973 under 
Gagne’s American Wrestling 
Association banner, but traveled 
wherever opportunity knocked. 
He competed in Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Louisiana, Okla- 
homa, and Canada. Finally he 
settled into the Mid-Atlantic 
area, with Charlotte, North 
Carolina as home base for his 
wife, Beth, and their daughter, 
Ashley. 

Ric acquired numerous 
championships during his

lengthy relationship with Jim 
Crockett’s Mid-Atlantic Promo- 
tion. He held the United States 
title, the Mid-Atlantic belt, the 
World and Mid-Atlantic tag- 
team championships, and the 
Television trophy. When 
Crockett was elected National 
Wrestling Alliance President in 
1980, it was guaranteed that 
Flair would find himself in the: 
center spotlight. On September 
17, 1981, he upended Dusty 
Rhodes for the world title, and 
his grip on the major champion- 
ship is still felt, more than a 
decade later! 

Regarding his level of suc- 
cess, the champ is very philo- 
sophical: 

“I depend on my skills, 
number one, and my condition- 
ing. I’m not as big as a lot of 
guys, and I don’t overpower 
many of them, but most I com- 
pete against aren’t anywhere 
near the shape I’m in. I do a lot 
of cardiovascular training. I used 
to weigh 300 pounds, but I 


trained with weights to get down 
to what I am now,” stated this 
impresario of ring action. 

His tremendous physical (as 
well as mental conditioning) can 
be attributed to a near-fatal plane 
crash in 1975. Ric broke his 
back in three different places, 
but, miraculously, six months 
later, he was once again compet- 
ing in the squared circle! Unbe- 
lievable incidents such as this 
have added more depth to the 
impressive lore of “Slick Ric.” 

He has overcome the most 
insurmountable odds in the past, 
and his current status in the 
WWE is, at best, volatile. Will 
Ric continue to “walk that walk 
and talk that talk” as only he 
can? He has often said, “You 
may not like it, but you’d better 
learn to love it!” This may be the 
best advice that anyone could 
give to the “powers-that-be” at 
WWE headquarters. END

NW: Johnny, what is your 
philosophy in the ring?

No friends. No partners. Just 
winning. There really is no room 


- for emotions in this business. 


There is no substitute for having 
your arm raised in victory. 

NW: What do you think of the 
wrestling fans? 

JH: I don’t think anything of the 
fans. There’s really nothing for 
me to say about them. They 
cheer for all the so-called good 
guys. They should show more 
respect for wrestlers like me — 
especially me! I don’t depend on 
the cheers of the fans to pull me 
through. I’m the very best at 
what I do. That’s all I need. 
NW: What’s your advice to 
anyone who would like to pursue 
a career in professional wres- 
tling? 

JH: You'd better give it a lot of 
thought. One day you might 
have to wrestle me, and if you 
do, you better be prepared for 
the fight of your life! Anyone 
who wrestles against Johnny 
Hotbody should say a few 
prayers before entering the ring. 
The wrestling profession is the 
toughest sport in the world, bar 
none. You only have yourself to 
depend on. If you make one 
slight mistake in the ring, you 
could very easily end up 


physically crippled. 

NW: Tell us about your 
archrival Tony Stetson. 

JH: What about him? He’s a 
bum! A total bum! Tony Stetson 
is the very last guy on my mind. 
Stetson is history. I’m ready for 
the next opponent who comes 
along. The next guy should be 
prepared to receive the same 
kind of treatment that I gave 
Tony Stetson. Everyone believed 
that “The Hitman” was such a 
nice guy, but they don’t know 
the real story. He’s bad news. 
But I believe the day will come, 
when the fans will finally realize 
that I am the better wrestler! The

matches, know that they were 
wild and brutal. We couldn’t 
stand each other, so we took our 
matches to the limit.

NW: How did you like wrestling 
in Philadelphia? 
JH: Let’s face it! No other 
organization came close to what 
we were doing in Joel Good- 
hart’s TWA. We were the 
ultimate wrestling promotion. 
From month to month, you never 
knew what was going to happen. 
We had the biggest names, the 
wildest matches, and the most 
brutal contests in the history of 
the sport. Fans loved to see us. 
Whenever the TWA put ona 
wrestling show, fans would 
travel from the West Coast, just 
to witness a TWA event. It was 
an outrageous time period that 
Ill always remember. 
NW: What are your plans for the 
future? 
JH: I’m hopeful that Philadel- 
phia will keep its tradition of the 
independent promotion alive. 
This is a great wrestling town. 
The fans don’t want sugar- 
coated wrestling. They don’t 
want silly scripts and gimmicks. 
As for my future plans, I’d like 
to capture a couple of titles. I’m 
looking for the right regional 
promotion, and J plan to keep on 
wrestling for a long time to 
come. 
NW: Is there any wrestler that 
you respect? 
JH: I only care and respect 
myself. There’s only one Johnny 
Hotbody in this world! Any fan 
who has seen me in the ring 
knows that I speak the truth. I’m 
confident in my abilities, and my 
unique style of wrestling. If 
given the opportunity, I will 
definitely make my mark.

Look out, evildoers! The Ultimate Warrior is intent on making up 


for his eight-month layoff! 


He’s back! Once again, the 
Ultimate Warrior, a.k.a. James 
Hellwig, the would-be chiroprac- 
tor-turned-professional wrestler, 
has captured the hearts and 
minds of WWF wrestling fans 
everywhere. Since his controver- 
sial departure from the Federa- 
tion immediately after Summer 
Slam ’91, the whereabouts of the 
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popular wild man became a 
mystery. Speculation was run- 
ning rampant, with the most 
persistent rumor being that 
Hellwig was hanging up his 
tassels and trunks for good! 

That all changed at this year’s 
Wrestlemania VIII, when the 
surprise savior in the Hulk 
Hogan-Sid Justice event, entered

the ring, and then stole the show. 
Since then, the Warrior has been 
on a nonstop victory steak, with 
impressive wins over the likes of 
Sid Justice, the Mountie, Papa 
Shango, and Skinner. Obviously, 
he has his sights set on the 
World championship, and this 
heir apparent to the Hulkster’s 
throne will not be denied! 

It all began in 1984. The 
Warrior was studying at Life 
Chiropractic College, but he was 
sidetracked from his career path 
by former wrestler Red Bastien, 
who happened to see the young- 
ster pushing an incredible 
amount of iron at Gold’s Gym in 
Los Angeles, California. Red 
was looking for a quartet of 
bodybuilders who would be 
interested in cashing in on the 
lucrative grappling game of the 
mid-1980s. At the end of his 
training, Hellwig, along with his 
four rookie teammates, became 
Power Team U.S.A.! He was in 
greal company, as his group was 
comprised of Steve “Flash” 
Borden (now wrestling as Sting 
in WCW!), Garland “Glory” 
Donohoe, and Mark “Com- 
mando” Miller. 

The fine science of the 
squared circle didn’t come easy 
to the rookie star. “He didn’t 
have a lot of talent, but he did 
have determination,” recalls Red 
Bastien, a former World tag- 
team champion. “Talent doesn’t 
mean anything these days any-

way. He stuck to it, and would 
work on moves until he got it.” 

The team concept eventually 
flopped, but the massive new- 
comer did not go unnoticed. He 
signed with Jerry Jarrett’s Con- 
tinental Wrestling Association, 
based in Memphis, Tennessee. 
With Sting as his tag-team 
partner, they were marginally 
successful; however, neither man 
acquired any level of polish until 
they booked with Bill Watts’ 
UWF league in Oklahoma, 
wrestling as the Blade Runners: 
Rock and Sting. 

In 1986, he ventured into 
World Class Championship 
Wrestling in Dallas, Texas, and 
eventually held the promotion’s 
World title, while competing 
under the “unusual” name of the 
Dingo Warrior. 

A contract dispute saw Dingo 
pack his bags and head for 


greener pastures, namely the 
World Wrestling Federation. He 
was dubbed the Ultimate War- 
rior (after a 1975 science fiction 
motion picture that starred Yul 
Brynner), and a new legend was 
born! Eventually, he won the 
WWE Intercontinental champi- 
onship. 

At Toronto, Ontario, Canada’s 
Skydome on April 1, 1990, a 
stunned, record-breaking crowd 
of 67,678 witnessed the passing 
of the prized gold strap from the 
mighty Hulkster to the muscular. 
waist of the Ultimate One. It was 
billed as The Ultimate Challenge, 
and the contender was certainly 
up to the task. Without using any 
underhanded tactics or foreign 
objects, the Hulkster was sound- 
ly defeated in center ring by a 
pinfall. The better man had won. 

Randy “Macho Man” Savage, 
“Million Dollar Man” Ted 


DiBiase, Curt “Mr. Perfect” 

Hennig, and Demolition (Ax & 
Smash) all fell before the might 
of the unstoppable mat kingpin. 

The Warrior has returned to 
the promotion when they need 
him the very most. Clearly, there 
are few, if there are any, scien- 
tific competitors in the league 
that can command such devotion 
from their admirers. Since 
arriving back on the scene, he 
has quickly picked up the slack 
left by Hulk Hogan, who is still 
contemplating his next course of 
action. 

The new, sleek Warrior has 
developed greater stamina, and 
over the past year, he has cer- 
tainly learned a new trick or two. 
Wrestlemania IX could prove to 
be the highlight of his career. It 
is almost a certainty that the 
rugged gladiator is making that 
his goal. END

Here’s a New Wave Wrestling interview 
with this veteran of the wrestling ring. 


NW: Blackjack, how long have 
you been in professional wres- 
tling? 

BM: I’ve been involved in the 
business for over twenty-one 
years. 

NW: When and where were you 
born? 

BM: I was born in Roscoe, 
Texas. I'll let the readers try to 
figure out how old I am. 

NW: Did you have any amateur 
wrestling experience? 

BM: Yes, I competed on the 
high school level. I also wrestled 
in college. I went to the Univer- 
sity of Texas in El Paso. 

NW: Who trained you to be a 
professional wrestler? 

BM: Joe Blanchard was the 
original guy who trained me. He 
was an old-time wrestler from 
San Antonio, Texas. Joe was 
also a Big-Eight wrestling 
champion. Verne Gagne also 
helped train me. The business 
has changed a lot since then. 
Because there were many more 
places to work, wrestlers had 
more opportunities to get their 
big breaks. Today, it’s very hard 
for a young guy to get the proper 
training and break into the pro- 
wrestling business. 
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NW: Where did you enjoy 
wrestling the most? 

BM: My greatest memories go 
back to Indianapolis, when Jack 
Lanza and I were the World tag- 


team champions. We were called 


The Blackjacks. Bobby Heenan 
was our manager, and we were 
battling wrestlers like Dick the 
Bruiser, The Crusher, Big Bill 
Miller, and Wilbur Snyder. It 
was a very happy time for me. 
NW: What do you like about 
being a wrestler? 

BM: Well, you can make lots of 
money. 

NW: Is that true today? 

BM: Today, wrestlers make 
twice the amount of money than 
I did when I first started; how- 
ever, there’s a smaller percent- 
age of wrestlers making any 
money. When | first started 
wrestling, there were a lot more 
places to work. We had circuits 
in the Northwest, Louisiana, the 
Carolinas, and Texas. In Texas 
alone, there were four or five 
regional circuits. 

NW: What was the most unusual 
match that you were ever in? 
BM: In the 1970s, some of the 
roughest matches that I ever 
participated in were called

Bunkhouse matches. Wrestlers 
could bring anything into the 
ring, and some of my toughest 
battles were against Big John 
Studd. One night, he brought a 
big pipe wrench into the ring to 
use against me! 

NW: From all the wrestling 
titles that you have held, which 
one was your favorite?

BM: My favorite was the World 
heavyweight championship. I 
beat Jon Wilkinson in South 
Africa, and that title was recog- 
nized by the whole world, except 
the United States. I held the U.S. 
Championship title for a long 
time in the 1970s. Because Terry 
Funk, Harley Race, Ric Flair, 
Bob Backlund, and Bruno 
Sammartino always avoided me, 
I never got the proper opportu- 
nity to become the WW WF or 
NWA World Champion. 

NW: What do you think of the 
wrestling that is shown on cable 
television? 

BM: I’m not a sour grapes guy. I 
like wrestling. It’s bigger and 
faster. There is so much more

think the wrestling business is 
fabulous. 

NW: Do you think there is too 
much wrestling on TV? 

BM: Well, they say television 
has changed the business. In 
general, I think there is too much 
TV in our lives, which includes 
wrestling. Television has cer- 
tainly influenced our society. We 
have a whole generation of 
people who are stuck to their TV 
sets. You just can’t blame it on 
wrestling. 

NW: Is wrestling on the come- 
back trail in Florida? 

BM: Yes, there needs to be a lot 
more work done, but I think it’s 
turning around. Hopefully, 
wrestling will be competitive in 
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Florida again. I’m with the IWF 
now, and it’s an exciting promo- 
tion to work for. I’m proud to be 
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television exposure today. I wish 
I were fifteen years younger. I 
would love to be a part of it all. I

NW: Whom did you defeat for 
that championship? 

BM: I beat a weird but incred- 
ibly talented guy named Mondo 
Kleen. He’s wrestled for many 
of the regional leagues through- 
out the United States.

He’s going to be a force 
to reckon with in the 1990s, I 
can assure you of that! 

NW: You have tag teamed with 
both your sons, Barry and 
Kendall.

- them both at an early age, and 


they listened to me very atten- 
tively. They heard what I had to 
say, but they are still going to do 
things their own way. That’s 
okay with me. 

NW: Is it true that you played 
professional football? 

BM: Yes, I played with the 
Denver Broncos for the 1965-66 
season. | was then traded to the 
New York Jets. I was with them 
until 1968, when I broke my leg. 
NW: Was Wahoo McDaniel on 
the Jets team with you? 

BM: Wahoo was traded to the 
Dolphins. 

NW: Weren’t you also in the 
Marine Corps? 

BM: | was in the Third Marine 
Division at Camp Pendleton. I 
was Stationed in Guam and Laos. 
NW: If you had to do it over 
again, would you have joined 
the Marines? 

BM: Yes, for the training and 
discipline. I was raised without a 
father, and my mother had a 
tough time handling me. I was 


an unruly kid. When I was 
thirteen years old, I worked in 
the Texas oil fields. I was a 
rough kid! The Marines taught 
me some discipline. 

NW: Didn’t you also act in 
television commercials? 

BM: Yes, I did. I don’t do as 
many commercials as I used to. 
It’s too competitive today. They 
try to get you for nothing. I don’t 
have the time to argue over 
money. I’m not as hot as I once 
was; therefore, I’m not worth 
what I once was. I can still doa 
good job, though. 

NW: What kind of music do you 
like? 

BM: Charlie Daniels is my 
favorite.

WRESTLING’S LAST ANGRY MAN

he must endure throughout his 
body, will always be a persistent 
reminder of his youthful folly. 
Sadly, Billy’s story is not an 
unusual one. Similar tragedies 
are taking place all over the 


“Superstar” Billy Graham has paid a high price for 
success. The former WWWF World champion, now 
48, is riddled with severe medical problems, but he 
continues his nonstop crusade to make the wres- 
tlers and their fans aware of the very deadly conse- 


quences of anabolic steroid use and abuse!

It seems as if everyone has an 
opinion on the steroid and sex 
scandals in the World Wrestling 
Federation of recent months, but 
the most vocal mat personality to 
come to the forefront has been 
“Superstar” Billy Graham. The 
former World Wide Wrestling 
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Federation champion of 1977, 
has pulled out all stops in his 
quest to clean up the grappling 
game, and through his speaking 
engagements across the United 
States, he’s getting his message 
across with dramatic effect! 
Billy, whose real name is 
Eldrige Wayne Coleman, is 


living proof that, in the short run, 


the deadly steroid drugs will 
build massive muscles; however, 
athletes eventually reach a point 
in their lives when the addictive 
substance turns on them — 
transforming bodybuilders into 
body-destroyers. Graham, 48, 
remembers how this poison took 
total control of his life after over 
20 years of constant usage. “The 
Superstar” had once boasted 22 
1/2" arms, but today, he lives 
with a replaced hip (a second hip 
surgery was performed three 
months ago) and ankles recon- 
structed with steel rods running 
through both shinbones. The 
surgery has made his ankles 
inflexible; therefore, he must 
walk ever so slowly with the use 
of a cane. The constant pain that 


world, which will also end with 
the same sorrowful epilogue. 
What began as an incredible 
success story, has ended with 
Graham walking down a path of 
anguish, never being able to 
perform simple tasks like bend- 
ing or walking freely again. 
Born in Prairie Valley, 
Arizona, Billy became an avid 
weight lifter at an early age. He

valed competitor to quickly 
diminish. 

The flamboyant star was first 
introduced to the steroid drug in 
1965, while preparing fora 


short-lived career in professional 


football. He was drafted into the 
Canadian Football League, and 
he played for the Calgary 
Stampeders and the Montreal 
Alouettes. A knee injury placed 
him on the sidelines, perma- 
nently. 

With little direction, fate 
played its hand. Stu Hart, the 
legendary wrestler/promoter of 
Stampede Wrestling in Calgary, 
Alberta, Canada, was very 
impressed with Graham’s six- 
foot-four, 275-pound frame. He 
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Bruno belted Billy in their 

incredible 1975 grudge series. 
urged the youngster to take a 
chance on the mat business. 
After a grueling training period, 
Billy made his professional 
wrestling debut in 1971; al- 
though his opponents were 
smaller than he was, they were 
quicker and more proficient in 
the science of the sport. The 
muscular man-mountain won his 
matches solely based on brute

strength. He later used the 
gimmick of being the world’s 
strongest arm wrestler in order 
to maintain a position of promi- 
nence in the promotion. He 
learned his lessons well, and 
quickly became a seasoned ring 
villain. 

Homesick for his beloved 
Arizona desert, the brash brawler 
settled closer to home. He 
accepted bookings with the 
LaBell Brothers, Gene and 
Mike, who promoted throughout 
Southern California, with their 
anchor arena being the famed 
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“The Superstar” and New Wave Wrestling’s publisher,

Olympic Auditorium. He was 
teamed with the controversial 
Dr. Jerry Graham, who quickly 
dubbed the rippling youth 
“Superstar” Billy Graham. A 
legend was born, and he eventu- 
ally changed the course of 
professional wrestling history! 

With tie-dyed tee shirts, 
trunks, and headbands, Billy’s 
freewheeling hippie persona 
caught on. There was no doubt 
concerning his popularity — 
fans either loved his outrageous . 
style, or they hated it! The 
punishing poet created a cult 
following, as well as garnering 
important wins over the likes of 
“Maniac” John Tolos, Pat 
Patterson, Rocky Johnson, 
Pepper Gomez, and Mil Mas- 
caras. 

Onward and upward, he 
ventured into Roy Shire’s North- 
ern California promotion, and 
quickly became a headliner at 
the famed San Francisco Cow 
Palace with partner, Ray “The 
Crippler” Stevens, as the NWA 
World tag-team champions. The 
veteran Stevens fine tuned

Billy’s skills, showing him how 
to pace a match, as well as how 
to work the crowd up into a 
frenzy! 

From there, Graham found 
his way on to every regional 
circuit in the United States; he 
captured many titles including 
the Texas State, Brass Knuckles 
Trophy, Florida State, and 
numerous other regional straps. 

His memorable 1975 feuds in 
Verne Gagne’s American Wres- 
tling Association with Wahoo 
McDaniel, The Crusher, and The 
Bruiser are still talked about 
today, but Billy’s biggest impact 
occurred that same year, when 
he arrived on the East Coast and 
immediately skyrocketed to the 
top of the World Wide Wrestling 
Federation. He made his unbe- 
lievable debut in New York’s 
Madison Square Garden on 
December 9, 1975, and in typical 
“Superstar” fashion, scored a 
pinfall victory over rugged 
Dominic Denucci in a mind- 
boggling nine seconds! 

The Arizona main eventer 
acquired an impressive win/loss 


record, although he was unable 
to wrest the World title away 
from the powerful grip of “The 
Living Legend” Bruno 
Sammartino. He did score a 
pinfall victory in a tag-team 
encounter, however, that can 
only be described as a prelude to 
what was to come. WWWF 
promoter Vince McMahon 
Senior had seen the future, and it 
was definitely Billy Graham! 

He spent most of early 1977 
in Florida, where he was in- 
volved in a spectacular feud with 
Dusty Rhodes. In one of the 
most exciting grudge series to 
have ever been sanctioned in 
“The Sunshine State,” the titanic 
twosome continued to volley the 
State championship back and 
forth. 

On that fateful night of April 
30, 1977 at The Civic Center in 
Baltimore, Maryland, a bloodied 
contender scored the upset of the

Graham pinned Bruno 
Sammartino for the WWWF 
World championship (with a 
little help from his feet on the 
ropes). Graham was a whirlwind 
champion, turning back the 
challenges of every unusual 
popular opponent, including 
Gorilla Monsoon, Mil Mascaras, 
Dusty Rhodes, Chief Jay 
Strongbow, Ivan Putski, Tony 
Garea, Larry Zbyszko, and 
Carlos Rocha, to name just a 
few. 

Graham’s eight-month title 
reign set the wheels in motion 
for the beginning of a new era in 
wrestling action. Wrestling skill 
became secondary; the emphasis 
slowly began moving in the 
direction of visual presentation: 
massive muscles, stunning ring 
attire, dark tan, and a gift for 
gab. Billy’s presence was influ- 
encing everyone, including 
Jimmy Janos and Terry Bollea, 


two youngsters who were fixated 


on Billy’s every move on the 
weekly television broadcasts, 
and who dreamed of being just

like their idol. They later made 
good on their dreams, competing 
as Jesse “The Body” Ventura 
and Hulk Hogan, respectively. 
Many believe that if it were not 
for Graham’s rise to the top rung 
of the grappling game, Hogan, 
Ventura, and other blond, body- 
builders would never have 
invaded the mat sport. 

Billy has been exceptionally 
candid about his foolish depen- 
dence on anabolic steroids. “I 
used them for over twenty years, 
and it’s not the physical effect, 
it’s the psychological. It’s 
addictive! You feel like you 
can’t go on without them. That’s 
why I’ve come out to openly 
display my disgust at the steroid 
situation in pro-wrestling today. 
That is why I want to warn our 
young people, before they get 
addicted to this poison. I want to 
be a living example to them, that 
steroid usage is a trip going 
nowhere,” said the former World 
champion. 

The courageous ring battler is 
calling for reform in the wres- 
tling business, and his cries have 
been met with mixed criticisms. 
Some feel that Billy is remorse- 
ful for his own foolish decisions 
that he made throughout his life, 
while others feel that he is intent 
on grabbing a quick financial fix 
from the negative media cover- 
age. (Currently, Billy has law- 
suits pending against several 
pharmaceutical companies and 
wrestling promotions.) 

Billy’s reply is simple, “If 
one child is prevented from 
becoming like me. If I can 
prevent anyone from taking this 
poison, I’ll have done my job.” 

Ironically, as is usually the 
case in politics, Billy finds

himself teamed with his former 
ring foe, Bruno Sammartino. 
Both men have tirelessly pleaded 
their case on such talk shows as 
Phil Donahue and The Larry 
King Show. Both have also done 
a number of newspaper and radio 
interviews. Whether Billy and 
Bruno will be perceived as 
sincere, still remains to be seen. 
Their accusations, which are 
directed at various wrestling 
organizations and wrestlers, have 
yet to be substantiated. One thing 
is certain, dialogue of any type is 
necessary in order to correct 
something that is detrimental to 
the welfare and reputation of all 
parties concerned. No matter 
what your opinion is of the 
recent allegations directed at the 
wrestling business, our beloved 
sport can only benefit by having 
people settle their differences, 
which would, thereby, improve 
the quality of what we see inside 
the squared circle. END

NW: Little Louie, when did you 
become interested in wrestling? 
LL: My interest in wrestling 
began as a teenager. I partici- 
pated in amateur wrestling in 
high school. 

NW: Who trained you to be a 
professional wrestler? 

LL: I was trained by Little 
Beaver, Sky Low Low, Lord 
Little Brook, and Sonny Boy 
Hayes. 

NW: When did you make your 
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pro-wrestling debut? 


LL: My first professional match 


was in 1972. I tag teamed with 
Sonny Boy Hayes, and we 
wrestled against Frenchy 
Lamont and Sky Low Low. I 
remember feeling very nervous 
and scared, but thanks to my 
partner, Sonny, we won the 
match. 

NW: How did you like wrestling 
in the WWF? 

LL: I worked in the WWF for 
twelve years, and I was very 
happy there. Vince McMahon 
Senior appreciated my talents; 
he knew the fans enjoyed watch- 
ing midget wrestling. When 
Vince McMahon Junior took 
over the promotion, he decided 
not to use midget wrestlers 
anymore. | think that was a big 
mistake. The fans are being 
shortchanged; they love midget 
wrestlers! I’ve had many fans 
ask me why we no longer 
wrestle in the WWE. The only 
explanation that I can give them 
is the WWF doesn’t want us. 
NW: Currently, you are wres- 
tling on the independent circuit. 
Where have you worked? 

LL: Lately, I’ve been traveling 
from Maine to Florida. The 
NCW, UWA, and regional 
promotions have been wonderful 
to me and the other midget 
wrestlers. There’s plenty of work 
for us, and it’s fun working for 
the independent promotions. 
NW: How are the fans? 


LL: The fans are beautiful! They 
keep welcoming us back. They 
love me, and I love them! 

NW: What do you think of 
women wrestlers? 

LL: I think they’re great! There 
should be more women wrestlers 
like Misty Blue, Linda Dallas, 
and Crystal Blue. I’ve wrestled 
in many mixed-tag matches with 
Misty Blue, and she’s terrific. I 
admire and respect her wrestling 
ability very much. She is also a 
beautiful and intelligent person. I 
consider her a dear friend. 

NW: What do you think of your 
competition? 

LL: I’m a good guy, soI don’t 
like that nasty Irish Leprechaun!

ML: My Aunt Vivian was one 
of the most awesome lady wres- 
tlers to ever step into the squared 
circle. She had the strength of a 
man, and she was, personally 
and professionally, a real inspi- 
ration to me. 

NW: What do you think of 
women’s wrestling? 

ML: Women wrestlers have 
never gotten the push that they 
truly deserve. I fear it will 
continue to be this way in the 
future. There are powerful 
women, such as The Fabulous 


Moolah, Wendy Richter, and 
Peggy Lee Leather, who are 
trying to make sure that women 
wrestlers get the opportunities 
they deserve. They don’t want to 
accept the secondhand belts that 
are passed down from the men 
wrestlers. There are also men, 
like David McLaine and Patrick 
Schaffer, who are trying to give 
women a break in the business. 
Without a doubt, I am one of 
the most talented women to ever 
step into the wrestling ring.
